Coming in future issues of DX NEWS will be a segmented "technical" 
article entitled as above. Terminator transit mechanix is a new science 
borne out of continuing research with the rustrak-88 chart recorder; ba— 
sically it deals with reception as it is affected by the occurrence of 
sunrise or sunset along the signal path. 


For years medium-wave DX'ters have been satisfied to use no more 
than local sunrise and sunset times to determine the respective times of 
signal fade-outs and fade-ins, even though such figures can vary over 
a half hour or more. The additional fact that stations average some 45 
minutes undergoing the fading process (a matter of hours in polar re- 
gions) makes the LSS/LSR method of predicting fades of cuestionable value 
outside the rost casual DX'ing persuits,. 7 


A partial solution to the problem was attempted some twelve years 
ago in the nature of "E-20" predictions, in which largely geochemical 
data were thrown into a computer programme to come up with the time 
that a given station would have faded some 20 deciBels from its origi- 
nal nighttime level, that "E-20" time being interpreted ty its origina— 
tor, Gordon Nelson, as a signal not to waste time trying for the station 
any further, With Nelson away from club activities these days and his 
computer programme being somewhat "heavy", E-20 predictions are now all 
but unavailable to DX'ers for use and probation. 


Now, thanks to the new science of terminator transit mechanix (TXM), 
a decent, if still imperfect, solution is at hand, for TXM research has 
so far revealed the following observations: 


1) Terminator fades begin and end at definite times, that pertain 
to specific relative terminator positions and the exact sky—wave 
propagation mode between station and DX'er. 


2) The signal level at the beginning of a fade-out and the end of a 
fade-in averages some 14% above the adjacent nighttime level. 


3) The two "start" and "stop" times are predictable whenever the fac— 
tors mentioned above are known, 


Actually, each station is to be assigned four predictable values: 


"Es" —~ debut time at sundown "Ps" -— post-dusk peak 


"Er" — finale time at sunrise "Pr" — predawn peak 

Due to the potential for controversy that TXM predictions can offer 
those still in the "E-20 school", we offer some preliminary predictions 
below and ask Dk'ers to test them out and report on the results, either 
directly to RFS or through the bulletin. Times are local daylight times 
for the week 17-c35 October. DX'ers locateé in line between any two cities 
given car interpolate with reasonably accurate results (e.g., Louisville 
between Atlanta and Chicago). As an example, Conakry-1403 should begin 
its fade-out for Boston DX'ers at 0221 EDT and disappear by 0325,

A _REVISW_OF THZ SONY ICF-5900 W 
Dan K. Phillips N4NU 


During the month of April a catastrophe happended in my shack. Lightning hit 
my thousand foot four wire fence beverage, ran in on my Sony TFM-1600W, and 
completely destroyed it. With one short swift bolt my favorite receiver dis- 
appeared. 


As soon as this happened I began shopping around for a new receiver. Two in 
particular came to mind at this point. The Sony CRF-5100 ($299) and the 
zenith Trans-oceanic ($329). These were the top of the line sets for all I 
could gather. Both would cover through 26 Mhz with Public service band 
added. 


In July I was in Asheville, N.C. and happened by Gibbs Radio Co, The owner, 
Rudy Gibbs (W4HX), showed me his stock. I listened to the Zenith Trans- 
Oceanic, talked about price and asked him, "Which is better the Zenith or 
Sony CRF-5100?" In response he replied, "The Sony will run circles around it 
but I don't have one in stock.” He then added this, "But I do have one of 
the most fantastic radios anywhere that I want you to see. The FM section 
particularly is fantastic." With that I was introduced to the $159.95 Sony 
ICF-5900. Since he had already promised his I couldn't buy one that day. 
Two months later, after numerous phone calls to state distributors all who 
said, "We can't keep them in stock," I finally found and bought one in 
Atlanta. 


EXPERIMENTAL RESULTS 


MEDIUM WAVE BAND: In an effort to determine how good the Sony is I tried 
three different experiments: 

#1 - With the Sony sitting directly beside a Radio Shack TRF, both plugged 
in the wall socket, in broad daylight, 1 covered the entire broadcast band. 
There were few differences. On 540 khz I encountered a carrier, much like 
the 910 khz carrier on 455 khz radios, which was almost equal to WDAK. The 
carrier was on the Sony but not the TRF. One other difference I noted was 
that on 1380 and 1400 stations could be received beside WHMA (nearest local 
15 miles away) on the Sony which could not be heard as clearly on the TRF. 

#2 - The second experiment was carried out at night. With both receivers 
again side by side I covered the entire dial. Both receivers picked up the 
identical same stations. Absolutely no difference. 

#3 - The third experiment was carried out during the daytime to test for 
images. Using the Sony and a 120 foot longwire I noted images on the follow- 
ing frequencies: 540, 590 and 640. In no case did the images override the 
normal station on the frequency. But it was there. Special note: In his 
musing in the August 22, 1977 edition Malcolm Kaufman makes this statement, 
"This unit will simply not meet the needs of the MW DxXers, especially if he 
lives in a major metropolitan area." I add his comments because it is pos= 
sible he is correct. I am a rural DXer, The nearest local is 15 miles away. 
From my location it is a toss-up between the Sony and the TRF. Both equal 
out. However, a metropolitan area might be different. I would suggest a 
complete check before buying if one lives in such an area. 


SHORTWAVE BANDS: With the crystal calibrator, BFO, and the linear readout 

it is possible to precision tune with accuracy as high as within 5 khz on 

the SW bands. This feature is found on no other radio in this category that 

I know of. The results are fantastic. I have tuned to 14 mhz and heard a 
ham in Argentina on CW and one on phone in Italy with the 32 inch whip on the 
radio. This is unbelievable. This radio is ideally suited for a ham, SWL or 
CBer, Only qualm is that the eighty meter ham band doesn't go below 3.75 mhz. 


FM BAND; Absolutely nothing compares on FM. It runs circles around my Stereo 
receiver tied to a channel 13 rhombic. Just a quick twist across the band 
shows at least 40 stations audible with just inside whip. Perfect for FM

SUMMARY 


In summary I would say that if you are a BCBer only a TRF from Radio Shack 
would be an ideal companion. If you DX SW, Ham, CB, BCB, or FM though I 
would highly suggest that you consider the Sony ICF-5900. As Sony says, 
"Revolutionary three short wave, FM and AM Band Portable." That statement is 
correct. I wouldn't trade mine EVEN for a Zenith. One other thing of note 
that makes it worth considering is the size, It weighs only 4 lbs 7 oz. as 
compared to the 14 lbs 2 oz. Sony CRF-5100 which is its big brother. It is 
slightly larger than the TRF. It is an exciting radio for the traveler,

Below are the projected frequencies for NZ medium wave stations, to take eff- 
ect on 23 November 1978, received via David Ricquish. Frequencies have 9 kHz 
separation, and will be common to Europe, Africa, Asia and Australasia. The 
Americas will remain with 10 kHz separation between frequencies, so there'll 
certainly be some interesting DX from that area, although our chances for 
Europe and Asia will be diminished. Currently we have 47 totally clear 
channels in NZ. Given the same station numbers under the 9 kHz plan, there 
will be 51 “American" frequencies which are 5 kHz or more away from an oc- 
cupied NZ frequency. Yank 'graveyard' channel 1450 will be lost to us, but 
we will gain 1400 kHz. 1230 remains clear but 1490 will be wedged between 
Twizel on 1485 and Taupo 1494. So to the list......

Broadcasting Not Restricted to 5kHz 


Te The Editor: . 

1 am writing in regard to the article 
by Stan Prentiss in your August 8 
ipsue on page 21, “FCC Solicits 
Opinions on Quadraphonic Broad- 
casting." The article states the “‘Band- 
width of the proposed AM-stereo 
system will probably not be enough to 
produce full fidelity stereo, but there is 
a possibility that the usual 5kHz now 
broadcast by ordinary AM transmit- 
ters could be increased to hetween 5 
and 10 kHz.” 

The recurrence of this 5 kHz myth 
continues to astonish me. The fact is 
that there is not only no 5kHz 
broadcast limitation. but the vast 
majority of AM transmitters have 
responses of at least I0kHz and 
virtually all AM transmitters produced

in the last five to ten years have flat 
frequency responses up to 15kHz. 
Although the FCC only requires flat 
tesponse to 5kHz, | know of no 
conscientious broadcaster who restricts 
response to 5 kHz. 


The reason AM stations may sound 
like they have a response of only 5 kHz 
is due to the abysmal quality of ef- 
fectively all AM radios made today. 
Despite the care which many broad- 
casters take to transmit a quality 
product, the frequency response of 
AM radios is down by several dB at 
SkHz and perhaps 20dB at 1OkHz. 
With one notable exception, the 
McKay/Dymek AM tuner. all radios 
exhibit this abominable performance.

Obviously you won't be able to have 10k spacing throughout 
the MW range, especially as you go higher in frequency, but as long as you know where the 
known channels are, a little more night listening and you'll be able to hava most of the fre 
quencies rarked. Keep in mind that you won't have room to write in all the frequencies, but 
I can find any channel with a swish of the dial. So much for this. Now I need some cowm- 
seling in regards to the SM-2. Any member's advise would really be appreciated, especially 
in which model to get, the battery or the plug-in type.
